PAGEN RITES BASIS OF MANY CUSTOMS 

Strange as it may seem, most American Christmas cus¬ 
toms stem largely from Pagan rites practiced long before the 
birth of Christ. 

The custom of exchanging gifts is one of the few that 
springs from the Christian era. Christmas candles, bonfires 
and Yule logs arise from the heathen festivals observing the 
winter solstice, December 21, when the days begin to lengthen. 
That was a time of great rejoicing for ancient sun worship¬ 
pers who built bonfires to give strength to the “winter sun- 
g°d.” 

Pre-Christian Romans ornamented their homes with 
green boughs and flowers for the Feast of Saturnal, which 
began December 19. Druid gathered mistletoe for that season 
while ancient Saxons used holly, ivy and bay. Modem mistle¬ 
toe and holly wreaths come from those peoples. 

Christmas trees, too, spring from the ancient German 
days when Germanic tribes made sacrifices to the sacred oak 
tree of Odin. When the missionary St. Boniface traveled to 
Germany in the Eighth Cenury and saw these celebrations he 
persuaded the natives to substitute a fir tree for the oak and 
to adorn it in a tribute to the Christ Child. 

During the Middle Ages the entire Christmas season was 
.celebrated in equal fervor with that now shown on Christmas 
day. In some lands the celebration lasted from December 24 
to January 6—Twelfth Night—and in other from December 
21 to February 2. By the year 1644, Chrstmas in England 
had become such a wild orgy that the Puritans forbade its 
celebration by law.

Another form wll) make a thick 
paste which maintains its viscosity 
whether hot or cold and so Is val¬ 
uable in salad dressings.. Wheat 
starch is useful in the textile in¬ 
dustry as a warp sizing and a prin¬ 
ting thickener. It is also useful in 
high speed paper coating operations 
as it dries more quickly than other 
starch, or it can be converted Into 
a lacquer that is resistant to all 
known solvents. Other possible uses 
are—for asbestos, binders and bin¬ 
ding agents, plastics, ceramics, 
chemicals, ice cream cones, cosmet¬ 
ics, dyes, insecticides, explosives; 
insulating material, phamaceuti- 
cals, rubber, 3oap and cleaners; 
wall board, etc. 

When starch is washed from 
wheat it leaves behind a sticky, 
tough mixture of proteins known 
as gluten. It is resistant to insects 
and so shows promise as a paper 
coating. It is also used as a wood 
liller, a shellac substitute and an 
oil stabilizer in emulsions such as 
waxes and floor polishes. 

* Derivatives of gluten, being clo- 
-sely related to vitamin B, have us-' 
es in the medical field. Another 
gluten substitute is one of the 
world's most potent flavourings, 


being 7 times as great as salt. It 
has been used in the Orient to give 
a meat flavor to vegetables and 
sauces.

How Did It All Start? 


New Uses for Wheat 


From what dim past did the tra¬ 
dition of Santa Claus come? Why 
are so many millions of dollars 
now spent on Christmas presents 
and ^millions of Christmas cards 
sent oy friends to friends? How did 
the idea start. Why the combina¬ 
tion of turkey and plum pudding, 
of candies and Christmas trees t 
How did all the glamour of the 
year’s greatest holiday come a- 
bout Back of the present holiday 
season is one of the most curiously 
mixed and interesting chapters In 
all history. 

Strange Ideas 

References to Christmas appear 
in some of the oldest writings; 
Virgil describes the Christmas tree 
very clearly and its decorations of 
toys and dolls; and present-giving,, 
to one and all in a festive season 
of the. Romans. In 1557. Thomas 
Tusse, an early English writer, af¬ 
ter pronouncing the sound fact that 
"Christmas comes but once a 
year,” recommended: , 

“At Christmas be merry and 
thankful withal, 

And feast thy poor neighbors, s 
the great 
With the small." 

In those days people' evidently 
had more time for proper holiday¬ 
ing, for revelries started around 
the wassailbowl a week ahead of 
Christmas and continued until well 
into the New Year. 

Many strange superstitions were 
practiced. Unmarried girls would 
take turns calling at the pig-sty 
door. If a small pig answered first, 
her husband would be a young 
man; but if the great pog grunted, 
she would marry an old man. 

Servant girls in some parts of 
the countiy could claim the priv¬ 
ilege of staying in bed on Christ¬ 
mas morning while the mistress 
did the work. 

Decorating churches and homes 
at Christmas time is a very old 
custom. Mistletoe was greatly rev¬ 
erenced by the old Druid monks of 
England. It was gathered by them 
at Yuletide, cut by the priest in 
white raiment using a golden knife 
The Celts and Cloths also vener- 


Although most wheat goes into 
products made from flour, it also 
contributes to a wide range of 
less known but Important products.

that the total moisture reserves 
available (or the next crop for the 
three prairie provinces combined 
will average 72% of normal at the 
time the crop is to be sown next 
April and May, compared with 64% 
last year: ALBERTA 61%-of nor¬ 
mal, compared with 65% last year; 
SASKATCHEWAN 73% of normal, 
compared with 80% last year and 
MANITOBA 96% of normal, com¬ 
pared witli 79% last year. (Snow 
which falls after lreeze-up and un¬ 
til the spring’ thaws, It has been 
found, has no material effect on 
adding to reserve moisture in the 
soil.) 

All this means that to obtain an 
average yield per acre for the crop 
of 1950, better' than average rains 
will have to fall during the next 
growing season, that is from April 
1st to August 1st, 1950. 


Rats Destroy Food— 
Menace People’s Health 


The rains which have occurred 
during these months that is from 
August 1st to November 20th (af¬ 
ter harvest and up to freeze-up) 
have averaged 71% of normal for 
the three provinces combined, AL¬ 
BERTA 58% of normal, SASKAT¬ 
CHEWAN 72% and MANITOBA 
101%. These fall rains constitute 
the moisture reserves available for 
the coming crop that will be seed¬ 
ed on stubble land. 

Summer fallowed land, however, 
contains in addition to these fall 
moisture reserves, the rains that 
fell during the past, growing sea¬ 
son and during the fall before that. 
Combining all these rains togeth¬ 
er, summerfallowed land will have 
moisture reserves, averaging the 
three prairie provinces, together, 
amounting to 73% of normal. AL¬ 
BERTA 64% of normal, SASKAT¬ 
CHEWAN 74% and MANITOBA 
92%. 

Combining stubble and summer- 
fal^wed land together, it means 


with ill-fitting doors and windows 
are an invitution to rats.

They eat 
practically anything used as food 
for humans and livestock—except 
hay. Worse, they contaminate food 
and make it unfit for human con¬ 
sumption with consequent loss to 
producers. 

Besides enormous destruction to 
food, the brown rat is a serious 
menace to public health. It is a 
carrier of bubonic plague, one of 
the most devastating of human di¬ 
seases. Typhus fever is harboured 
by rats, and they can also be car¬ 
riers of trichinosis. 

The extermination of rats is 
complicated because most suitable 
poison baits used in the destruction 
are also extremely dangerous to 
other animals and to humans. 
With reasonable care, however, 
poison baits can be used with good 
results. 

A good method and a more per¬ 
manent one is to make buildings 
rat-proof. Old wooden buildings

Holy Night Weather 

Country people in Britain Still 
watch the iky on Christmas Eve 
and Christmas Day for signs of a 
change in the weather, for there 
is an ancient belief that the wea¬ 
ther at this time is a strong port¬ 
end for that to come throughout 
the year. "Wise and cunning mas¬ 
ters of astrology," we are told, 
“have found that a man may see 
and mark for the weather for Holy 
Night how the whole year after 
shall be." When Christmas night 
was clear and starry, it was taken 
that the year’s crop of fruit and 
wine would be a plentiful one. On 
the other hand, if Christmas night 
was foul and windy, the year to 
come would be "very scant of wine 
and fruit." But if the wind arose 
at the rising of the sun then "it 
' betokenetli great death of cattle 
and beasts this year.” And if the 
wind arose at sunset "it signifies 
death to some among the kings 
and great lords." 

The Christinas Cracker 

As in Canada, no Christmas par¬ 
ty in Britain is complete without 
a box of "crackers.” Christmas 
crackers were first made in Brit¬ 
ain about 70 years ago. It was a 
confectioner and maker of orna¬ 
ments for wedding cakes with the 
typical English name of Tom 
Smith who brought back from a 
holiday on the Continent the idea 
which evolved into the cracker. He 
sew that a French confectioner 
made his sweetmeats more attrac¬ 
tive by wrapping them in' tissue 
paper. A few weeks before Xmas 
he set his assistants wrapping sug¬ 
ared almonds in this way. The 
cratkor came a little nearer when 
he thought of making the package 
more entertaining by placing a 
loving message inside.

Strange superstitions, relics of 
the remote days when Britain's 
people were pagans still linger in 
many parts of the country and are 
remembered at Christmas time. 
Here are some of them: 

Devil's Knell 

For the last 700 years, for in¬ 
stance, a bell, known locally as the 
“Devil’s Knell.” has tolled on 
Christmas Eve in the village of 
Dewsbury, Yorkshire, in the north 
of England. Local legend says that 
the custom was begun by a baron 
who gate the bell to the perish 
church as a penance for killing 
his servant, and ordered that it 
should be rung every Christmas 
Eve to remind him of his crime. 
By tolling the bell once for every 
year since the birth of Christ, the 
final stroke being timed to ring 
at the hour of midnight, local peo¬ 
ple believed that the devil would 
bf- kept from the parish for the 
next twelve months. 

Legend of St Fillian’s Stones 

At Killin, Perthshire, Scotland, 
the villagers pull rushes each 
Christmas from a nearby stream 
to make a resting-place for a num¬ 
ber of stones taken from the gab¬ 
les of an ancient corn-mill. They 
are not ordinary stones, for the 
villagers believe that they were 
used centuries ago by their patron 
saint, St. Fi Ilian, to cure ague, 
sprains, and other ailments and in¬ 
juries. 

"Charming the Orchards”- 

Old Christmas Day, or Twelfth 
Night, has its own celebrations. In 
Devonshire in the south of Eng¬ 
land, famous for its apple-cider, 
the custom of "Charming the Or-, 
ehards" was handed down until al¬ 
most within living memory. Local 
farmers and their men went to 
their orchards after dark on Twel¬ 
fth Night, carrying guns and a 
great jar of cider, with a large 
piece of toast or cake floating in 
it. No gun vvas considered to be 
too old, if it was able to hold the

Looking Back On 
Former Chiistmases 



Ten years ago, on Christmas 
Day. 1939, more than 7500 mem¬ 
bers of a Canada’s Armed Forces 
were welcomed into almost as 
many English homes for the first 
of many Christmases they were 
to spend overseas. They had ar¬ 
rived in Britain only a week be¬ 
fore. That year, too, Christmas 
was celebrated by thousands of 
troops at sea in troop transport^ 

Christmas Day 1941 was one of 
the darkest of World War II for 
the peopt*' of Canada. Two Canad¬ 
ian battalions fighting in Hong 
Kong surrendered after a gallant 
fight against hopeless odds. . . • 

By Christmas 1943, Allied troops 
could look back with pride upon 
some of their achievements. The 
conquest of North Africa had been 
completed; Sicily was behind them, 
and they were slugging their way 
up through Italy. For Canadians 
who fought in Italy that winter. 
Christmas and Ortona are synony¬ 
mous . 

By Christmas 1945, the war was 
over and Canada’s repatriation 
scheme was fuctioning smoothly.

This Soil of Ours 

_ j 

In legal history, in economic 
theory, and as a social fact, land 
is a unique form of property. Un¬ 
like other forms of property, land 
is indispensible to existence and is 
more or less rigidly fixed in quan¬ 
tity. It is not a product of labour 
but a gift of nature. Such being 
the case, ours is the duty of 
maintaining that land in such a 
manner as to make it usefully 
available to the generations of 
people coming after us. 

Archeological investigations of 
recent years have pointed out to 
us that the ancient civilizations of 
western Asia which once stood in 
the midst of flourishing agricult¬ 
ural regions were abandoned as a 
result of progressive soil exhaust¬ 
ion and soil erosion. Too many 
lands that once were rich in plant 
foods and grew vast crops of gram 
now stand idle or at the best -Sup- 
port only a few mediocre heads 
cf grain or garden roots. These 
lone sentinels speak loudly and 
cry to us for the land that ono- 
was theirs and now has washed 
or blown away. 

So much for the crimes of ages 
past. We, in this vast new count¬ 
ry. need not look to civilizations, 
long dead and decayed, our "own 
great fields. ’ What we must do, 
is to save and Jiold our land to give 
us food and wealth and health for 
times to come. 

‘‘How best can this be done?’ 
we ask ourselves. Searing in mind 
that each and every piece of land 
is like an individual, each presents 
problems of its own and each must 
be handled by itself. However a 
few general but basic principles ap¬ 
ply in every case. , 

Our first Step must be to hold 
the land from washing and blow¬ 
ing away. Man. by his disturbing 
presence has disrupted nature’s 
balance by removing much of the 
vegetative cover from the soil and 
laying it bare to the ravages of 
wind and water. This cover must 
once again be restored either by 
regrassing and reforestation or at 
least by maintaining an adequate 
trash cover of. stubble or other 
.crop residue of the soil. Such 
a protective cover not only holds 
the soil particles in place but at 
the same time substantially in¬ 
creases the rate of water intake 
into the soil and so decreases the 
rynoff. 

v " Our second principle would in¬ 
volve reducing the rate of water 
runoff still more, from the steep¬ 
er slopes of land, by the practice 
of farming round and round the 
hills, rather than up and down the 
hills. On the more level areas 
where wind erosion occurs, we 
must reduce the size of land par¬ 
cels by means of alternate strips 
of various crops, or crops and fal¬ 
low, along with t ,the maintenance 
of wind breaks of trees and brush. 

The third, but n6 less important 
principle, involve a psychological 
change over in our own ways of 
thinking. We must come to real¬ 
ize that if we are to remain an 
agricultural nation, competing on 
the world food markets, we have 
to mend our ways and discontinue 
the practice of mining the soil for 
the riches of today and begin to 
farm our soils for Iho generations 
oL tomorrow.

Dr. Clement C. Moore 
had just composed it the Christ¬ 
mas before, just to amuse his 
children. 

The Carol 

"Silent Night, ’ perhaps our moat 
popular Christmas carol, was first 
sung on Christmas Eve, 1818; in 
Oberndorf, Austria. It was written 
by a clergyman named Josef Mohr, 
who penned the lyrics in a few 
minu}es. His organist set the work 
to music within the hour, and it 
was sung in church that same ev¬ 
ening. 

The Card 

The Britisn Museum has a copy 
of the first Christmas card, etched 
by an English artist over a century 
aga. 

The Stocking 

The commercial toy-s t u f f e d 
Christmas stocking was the brain 
child of George E. Mousley. This 
Philadelphia toy manufacturer 
pushed ani popularized it many 
years ago. 

The Tinsel 

The tinsel we drape over our 
Christmas trees was first produced 
by a London engineer named Hen¬ 
ry Harris in 1379. It was an ac¬ 
cidental discovery. While working 
in a silk mill he noticed metal sha¬ 
vings clinging to a strand of silk. 

The Seal 

The Christmas seal was the idea 
of a Danish postal clerk named 
Elnar Holboell in 1903.'The in¬ 
spiration came to him while sort¬ 
ing Christmas mail and the Dan¬ 
ish Government adopted the plan 
the noxt year. 

The Address 

The Dutch of New Amsterdam 
are credited with being the first 
to give Santa Claus his North Pole 
residence. They were also the first 
Kriput red on Santa’s nose and on 
his costume.

SANTA CLAUS is one of the most precious wonders of 
childhood. American mothers overwhelmingly agree that he 
should be portrayed as the spirit of generosity, kindliness, 
and gift-giving. 

v Although the modern conception of Santa Claus is Am¬ 
erican, the Spirit of Santa Claus is neither modern nor Am. 
erican. The real Saint Nicholas lived in Asia Minor and ever 
since his death in 343 stories concerning him have been re¬ 
peated around the firesides of Europe. 

The children of Lapland and northern climates naturally 
picture Santa dressed in fur and dashing through the snow 
in a reindeer-drawn sleigh. But in central Europe, St. Nichol¬ 
as first appeared on his liturgical feast day, December 6, and 
he was a thin, austere churchman who rode a mule and car¬ 
ried gifts for good children and a bundle of birch rods with 
which to switch the naughty. 

Under Dutch influence St. Nicholas lost his solemnity. 
The Dutch colonists who brought him to America were very 
practical people and they decided against two gift-giving 
days in the same month. Thus, Sinter Klass started coming 
around only at Christmas time. 

Santa Gets a Sleigh 

Eventually, ancient legends were woven into American 
Christmas raditions. Washington Irving sent St. Nicholas 
flying through Christmas skies in a reindoer-drawn sleigh in 
11809; Dr. Clement Moore’s poem “The Nighc Before Christ¬ 
mas,” written in 1822, gave Santa “ . . . a little round belly 
that shook when he laughed, like a bowl full of jelly:” and a 
series of drawings in 1886 by Thomas Nast added much to 
the traditional pictures and appearance of the Santa we see 
today. 

In every youngser’s life there comes the time when he 
begins to suspect that the various bewhiskered gentlemen, so 
numerous during this season, are not exactly the real Santa 
Claus. Wise parents advance the ‘helper’ theory as soon as 
they are asked questions and teach their children to make the 
Christmas dreams of less fortunate tots and their families 
come true. 

Thus, the real Santa Claus isn’t just myth or legend. He 
is tfye Spirit of Christmas who lives in the sparkling eyes of 
children and in the hearts of all grown-ups who strive for 
peace and good will among men.

calves was developed a year or so 
ago which has proven out to be 
very satisfactory. This new method 
uses a caustic in a collodion solut¬ 
ion. This Solution is about as sim¬ 
ple to use as finger nail polish. 

The best time to do the job is 
when the calf is about from 3 to 
10 days old. The animal is caught 
and the horned area of the head 
is clipped. The solution ,dries in 
about a minute forming a flexible, 
film. As soon as it is dry the calf 
may be released. 

The caustic action takes place 
underneath the film. The filmlike 
scab will drop off in about three 
-or four weeks leaving a well heal¬ 
ed area. 

This new solution does away 
with the old fashioned method of 
burning with a hot iron or caustic 
which must be carefully used, oth- : 
erwAe it will cause injuries to the 
.eyes and sometimes results in mis¬ 
shapen horns. 4 

Tests 14 purebread Hereford 
calves at the Ohio Experiment 
Station gave excellent results. The 
calves were treated with the es- 
charotic solution within a week-af¬ 
ter hirth. The hair on the crown 
of the head was clipped, the fluid 
was brushed on. and each calf was 
released immediately, no precau¬ 
tions being taken to prevent it 
from nursing or to protect it from 
the rain, which washes ordinary 
caustic down over the eyes.

Where legume hay . is not avail¬ 
able, much can be done to improve 
the quality of the commonly grown 
grass hays. Early cut hay is much 
richer in protein and is more di¬ 
gestible than that which is cut at 
a later stage of maturity. Good 
green-coloured hay is always rich¬ 
er in Vitamin A. Also, hay cured 
with reasonable exposure to the 
sun is a good source of Vitamin 
D. Severe losses iji nutritive value 
may occur through leaching by 
exposure to rain after the hay has 
been partially cured. 

Breeding animals on the ranges 
of Western Canada need bonemeal 
or monocalcium phosphate to meet 
their need for phosphorus. It is 
generally supplied in a mixture 
with stock salt. Many ranchers are 
feeding some linseed oilcake to 
their breeding cows during the late 
winter months. Linseed oilcake Is 
palatable and contains about 36 
pe rcent protein. 

Another factor which can cause 
reproductive"failure is the defici¬ 
ency of iodine. Goitrous calves and
